SAN FRANCISCO - A year after the 
historic signingoftheCivilLibertiesActof 
1988, whichprovidesmonetary coOmpensa- 
tion for Japanese Americans interned dur- 
jing WWIL， some Tedress Supporters are 
Wondering 了 fthe law is nothing more than 
abroken promise.

The House of Represen- 
tatives approved its 1990 appropriations 
Dill on Aug. 1，which includes just $50 
million for redress payments 一 $30 mil- 
lionmorethan wasrecommendedby Presi- 
dent Reagan,， President Bush or a House 
Subcommittee, but substantially below the 
original $500 million authorized by the 
Civil Liberties Act.

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Bay Area Assesses Visit of ChIinese DJissiadenmts

SANFERANCISCO -Bay Arearesponseto 
the visit last week of five Chinese dissident 
leaders was enthusiastic but tempered with 
the realization that it may take many years 
before democracy comes to China. 

“On the whole the Tesponse w3S OverT- 
whelming especially given the Short notice 
We had [8-9 days]”said Foundation for 
Chinese Democracy chairman Dr. Rolland 
Lowe. Over 1.000 people paid $75 each to 
hear the dissidents speak at a Tuesday night 
fundraising dinner ( 玉 /W 8/10); close to the 
samenumberofpeople came out Wednesday 
nightfor anothertalkby them. The fundrais- 
ingeffortraised anetof$60,000forthe Paris- 
based Front for Democratic China. 

SuzieLee, Organizer ofanew group called 
People for Democracy，said she“enjoyed 
Seeing Some Chinese people having emo- 
tions. They do cry .. .and they were notjust 
talking about theories. . . .ITjust felt sad 
becauseIrealizedit'S going to be areal ljong 
battle.” 有 

Chinatown YMCA executive director 
Alan Wong expressed disbelief at actually 
having the Opportunity to see the dissidents. 
<Iwas watching Wu"erkaixi and Some of the 
others on television during the student pro- 
tests [in April and May] and then all of a 
Sudden they'”Te Sitting next to you ”Wong 
said referring to a Special luncheon he at- 
tended Wednesday. 

“They're caught in making history. The 
momentum is moving them city to city.” 

When asked about criticisms expressed in 
the Chinese press Over the lack of content in 
Some of the dissidents” Speeches, Wong exX- 
plained, “Ithinkitsunrealisticforustoexpect 
them to have 3a clear-cut plan and strategy. 
Youve got five diffterent individuals with 
their own perspectives， They have not had 
much time to organize their thoughts oreven 
discuss them among themselves,， They are 
still evolving their theories.” 

Philip Yau，one of the founders of the 
Foundation concurred, saying the dissidents

“People have to recognize that this [appear- 
ance] was their first expression of their posi- 
tion,”explained Lowe.“They are not politi- 
cians. This is anew arena forthem. Their style 
of presentation Wil improve Over time.…

8&/10). The delegation willbeled by Commis- 
Sioner Sherwin Chan， 

Civil rights organizations Such as Chinese 
for Affirmative Action (CAA)，American 
Citizens for Justice (ACJ) and the Organiza- 
ton of Chinese Americans (OCA) are Care- 
fully following the case, which they Say par- 
allels the 1982 Vincent Chin murder in De- 
troit. 

Chin was beaten to deathbytwo white auto 
workers who mistook him foraJapanese and 
blamed him for Detrolts auto industry ills， 
Chin's killers received a Sentence of proba- 
tion and fines. One of the men was later 
convicted oncharges ofviolating Chin'scivil 
Tights, but this conviction was later appealed 
and Overturned， 

Ming Hai Loo, 24, was pistol-whipped by 
two white men who thoughthe was Vietnam- 
ese. The killing occurred when Loo and four 
of his friends entered a pool hall on July 29. 
RobertC.Piche, 33,and his brotherLloydR. 
Piche,，29， began harassing the group. The

WALNUT CREEK,， CA - Laura Wang, a 
23-year-old_ Walnut Creek resident，was 
stabbed to death in her parents' home Satur- 
day，Aug， 12. The boyfriend of Wang's 
younger Sister, whose body was later found 
neartheslain Woman scar,is suspectedofthe 
8Slaying. 

Police investigators are Still piecing to- 
gether the crime which has shaken up this 
affluent neighborhood of Walnut Creek, a 
usually quiet bedroom community mnear 
Concord. There havebeenonly 17murdersin 
Walnut Creek in the past 20 years. 

Police stll don't know why Wang was 
killed and why Kendall Dean Ramsel，23， 
tookhisownlifebyleaping fromabridge170 
miles away in Mendocino County. His bat- 
tered body was found Sunday near Wang's 
missing red 1988 Toyota Celica. Ramsel left 
asuicide note addressed to the victim's sister 
Celia Wang. The content of the note has not 
been disclosed 
Laura Wang was found in an upstairs bed- 
TOOm by Celia and Laura?s boyfriend, Brad 
Hamilton，Several hours after the stabbing 
occurred，Police investigators said there 
appeared to be astruggle on the firstfloor of

Fourprominentdissidents,whoallescaped 
from China after the government brutally 
crackeddownonprotesters, wereonanation- 
wide fundraising drive for the organization 
they formed lastmonth in Paris; the Front for 
aDemocratic China. 

Theirs wasawhirlwind scheduleintheBay 
Area, as it probably was in Chicago, Wash- 
ington， DC, New York, and (after the Bay 
Area)Los Angeles: afundraising dinner that 
attracted some 1,000 people;amorning press 
conference followedlaterbyindividual press 
and broadcast interviews; later，then full- 
blown public speeches without the glitz of a 
fundraising dinnerand finally,ameeting with 
Bay Area Chinese Students. 

Given the nature of their burden, the dissi- 
dents needed to balance the necessities of 
contemporary，American-style show-busi- 
nesS-like fundraising with the more mun- 
dane，intensive dialogue with their local 
constituents, made up of primarily Chinese 
Students, and also includes members of the 
diverse Chinese American community. 

The Aug.8fundraising dinner atthe Hyatt 
Regency 再 otel at Embarcadero Center pro- 
vided ie electricity and glamour， About 
1.000 people paid $75 each for the privilege

But inslde the dining IToom，Wu'erkaixi 
andBaez,theballadeerofthe 1960sand well- 
known human rights activists, were the stars. 

Wu' erkaixi is the 21-year-old education 
student who won worldwide recognition for 
his flamboyance,energyandmoxie as one of 
the Student leaders in Tian'anmen Square. 
Among other things, he will be remembered 
forscolding PremierLiPeng forbeing late fo 
the famous televised meeting between goOV- 
emment and student leaders. Showing little 
Iespectforhis elders, Wu;erkaixialsotold Li 
tO Stop beating aroundthe bush”intrying to 
address the isSsues raised by students and 
other protesters. 

Dapperly dressed in a dark blue suit, a far 


cry from his striped pajamas in Tian*anmen 
Square,， Wu'erkaixi had to wipe away tears 
provokedbyaslide show on the protests and 
crackdown. He began his brief address 
Subdued tones, then accelerated the rhetoric: 
“Those of us who came out [from Chinaj] 
must work together to finish what they [who 
Stayed] wanted to do.” 

He said the Front's goal is to give Chinese 
people “the freedom to choose.”He said his 
hope is that all Chinese people will unite. “< 
hopeallpeace-loving peopleinthe world will 
link our hands together because peace, free- 
dom and human rights belong to the human 
TaCe.”

He's also been criticized for not being 
“mature”enough, not being“humble,”and 
even for being a traitor.”This last charge is 
intriguing、One Chinese American friend 
who knows China well Said thatamong older 
Chinese Americans，Wu'?erkaixi is consid- 
ereda traitor becausehe'"shelped causetur- 
moilinChina.Apparently,thisoldergroupof 
Chinese Americans consider Stability more 
Important than reform. 

Wu'erkaixi was reportedly also called a 
traitor by a Chinese person who attended the 
Aug. 9 Speeches. (Wu'erkaixi，who suffers 
Iecurrent physical problems 一 Time maga- 
Zine SaySs he has an acute stomach ailment 
dating from childhood 一 had to leave the 
Stage before his Speech because he felt ill.) 
This second traitor charge came while 
Wu'erkaixli was being Tevived backstage， 
according to Someone who witnessed the 
shouting match between Wu'erkaixiand this 
other person. This time，Wu'erkaixi was 
accused of being a “traitor” because he uses 
American Security guards and engages in 
American-style celebrity fundraising tech- 
niqueSs. Apparently， to this Chinese critic， 
Wu erkalixi isn'ta Chinese chauvinist， 

One mightrecall thatWu'erkaixilostsome 
credibility among Student protesters in 


Tian anmen Square when he called for the 
Students to withdraw at one crucial point in 
the protests. 

Whatever Wu'erkaixi"s Virtues and dis- 
abilities, it is undeniable that he has already 
gone through a great deal, and 让 his health 
holds outand he isn"tendangeredby commu- 
nistagents, then his leadership and charisma 
couldplayaroleinbuildingamorepluralistic 
China. 

The three other dissidents played lower- 
keyed but nonetheless Significant roles in 
promoting the Front s existence and g03als. 
WanRunnan was one of communistChina'?s 
leading capitalists as president of what has 
been billed as China'S IBM. But he gave all 
that up for the cause. He helped finance the 
lengthy stay of students in Tian'anmen 
Square and js now the executive Secretary of 
the Front. 

Wantold the dinner crowd thatthe“future 
ofChinahas neverbeenbrighterbecausenow 
we have no jllusions.”He added,“Having 
lost faith [in the communist System]，this 
[movement] Signifies the beginning ofanew 
hope.” 

Wan is considered the Front's strategist， 
andhesurely has someexpertise in economic 
development 

YanJiaqiand Su Wei are the Fronbs theo- 
reticians. Yan was 3a well-known political 
Scientist and advisor to Zhao Ziyang, former 
Communist Party boss,and Su has studied at 
Harvard，UCLA and Guangzhou's Zhong- 
Shan University. 

Yansaidthat“onepartyrule [in China] will 
no longer work.”He said the purpose of the 
Front is to forge an independent political 
force outside of the communist regime. He 
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Said the Front wants to unite Chinese people 


all over the world “on the basis of peaceful， 


nonviolenb rational principles.”The Front 
wants to make China into a“democratic， 
more pluralistic”country. 

At the Aug. 9 morning Press conference， 
Yan elaborated:“The purpose of the Front is 
to promote a pluralisbuc China, not to over- 
throw the govemment and the Commtinist 
Party. Both the Communist Party and the 
KMT have a right to exist But the Front 
wants to promote an atmosphere of multE 
Party COexistence.” 

The visit to the Bay Area of the four diSSiL 
dents was like an adrenalinerush for Chinese 
and non-Chinese Supporters of the democ- 
Iacy movement. The rhetoric, while hardly 
fresh, may have been reassuring, but SoOme 
SeIious puzzles remain. 

Are these four men 一 Wan, Yan, Suand 
Wu'erkaixi 一 the ones to lead the new Chi- 
neserevolution? Ifso,how dotheyplanto go 
aboutit? Undoubtedly, for Sectirity reasons， 
they weren't forthcoming about Specific 
Strategies for eventually making the Front 
and other organizations“legal”in China， 
thus giving the Chinese people a choice be- 
tween communism and democracy, Or SOme 
other form of govemance. 

Is the Front for a Democratic China the 
beginning of an epic battle to be fought be- 
tween it and the Communist hardliners, who 
cling stubbornly to power, for the hearts and 
minds of the Chinese people2

The onlyexplanation weareleft with 
forhbis impotency ls the nastiestone ofall: he 
canmakeit with the cheap white girl ffromthe 
dancehall butnot with the good Chinese girl 
because She matters and the other one 
doesn t. Overall, the flm is more Sympa- 
thetictowardtheimported wife whobecomes 
avictim ofherhusband simpotencethan itis 
toward the suffering husband himself.

Sidents from China hit the ground running 
when they arrived in LA. Councilman Mi- 
chael Woo introduced the exiles to the LA 
City Council Frniday，Aug. 11. Later that 
evening;attheEmpressPavillion, acapacity 
crowd of 850 attended a dinner fundraiser 
benefittingtheFrontfora Democratic China. 
The speakers included dissidents Yan Jiaqi， 
Wan Runnan;, Shen Tong and Wu'erkaixl. 

Sometimesreferredtoasthe “darlingofthe 
Chinese media, ”Wu'erkaixli was the center 
of attention. Photographers and admirers 
jockeyed to get closer to him. The student 
leader, however, Showed signs of fatigue and 
appeared ill at times. 

Thefundraisernetted the Front$90,000 一 
the largest amount raised So far. The money 
willbeusedtoestablish the group s offices in 
different cities, a coOnvention im September 
and other political activities. 

The dissidents continued with a forum at 
CalTech,arallyattendedby over1;000atthe 
Federal Building in Westwood, and a public 

forum at USC Bovard Auditorium on the 
Chinese democracy movement which 1,500 
attended. The group then headed for Wash- 
ington, DC, Paris and Geneva. 

The LA-Guarigzhou Sister City Associa- 
tion Sponsored a dinner and panel discussion 
called CHzna: 环 jat Eappenied2 at the Em- 
press Pavillion Restaurant Aug. 10. The 
panelists _ were UCLA professor Richard 
Baum,， UCLA associate professor Stanley 
Rosen, USC professor George Totten and 
Wasjhinpilo Posf West Coast bureau chief 
Jay Matthews. The association"s chair- 
woman Caroline Ahmanson was the mod- 
erator， 

Association presSident Fred Hong ex- 
plained why the group did not terminate its 
Sister City Telationship with Guangzhou. In a

June 9 statement isSsued by the association， 
the group stated that“... weresolved notto 
terminate or Suspend our sistercity affiliation 
prematurely and also keep our minds and 
communlications Open to OUr Sister city, . . 
Another position of the board is to _ better 
inform and educate our members and friends 
on what really happened in China, not just 
Only June 4, but the whole China Situation， 
before and after.” 

_Matthews was the onlypanelist who was in 
Beijing June 3. He only recently returmed to 
the US.“There is a great deal of nudging of 
elbows,winking ofeyes,andagenerallackof 
SeriouSness [and] an open disdain for what is 
going on [in China today],”he observed. 
Thatsuggeststomeagovernment,abureauc- 
Iacy thatils really not Supportive of the views 
ofthecurrenttopChineseleadership,whichis 
So distressed about whatis going on that they 
are not pursuing their duties in the crack- 
down. They are not calling in the people they 
should be callng in. They are not 8iving the 
Stern lectures they should be giving. While 
they are interviewing Students，they are 
Somewhat sympathetic to what they arehear- 
ing. 

Matthews, however, Said the new goverm- 
ment will run into the same problems as the 
last governmentran into 一 inflation, greed， 
corruption all the painful signs of transitions 
to the modern world.“Wehave to remember 
that，in my view，what happened in 
Tian'anmen Square was 3 crisis of Tising 
expectations. Wehavepeoplerising againsta 
government which was really better than 
anything they could remember in the last 
decade. If we have a new govemment after 
Deng,onceitgets intopower...wewillhave 
students going back to Tian'anmen; we 
have groups marching again in Tian anmen; 
we?llhaveagovernmentfaced with the same 
decision as before 一 whatto do about disor- 
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der and dissenters, how the country is going 
toberunandwhatthefutureis goingtobelike 
一 this is notthe end to this problem by any 
Imeans.” 

Baum recalled that the Beijmg NewsyDaily 
queried residents of Beljing on May 17, the 
day before martial law was imposed. The 
question was, “What do youthink will bethe 
outcome of the protester s hunger Strike2 
Over 66 percent said the govermnment would 
agreeto the student s demands; 11.3 percent 
Said there would be a compromilse; 1.7 per- 
cent Said the government would suppress the 
demonstration; 2.6 percent predicted great 
disorder，and 10.9 percent didn't have an 
Opinion. “The Chinese themselves were 
Shocked as to what happened,” said Rosen. 

The panelists said the protesters were 
keenly aware of the power of the media. 
“Certainly，not the underlying gmievances， 
buttheactivepublic demonstrations were fed 
by, fueled by,and fannedby the media，said 
Rosen. Baum added that the protests were 
“not only just on foreign media. One of their 
main demand was to have a public dialogue 
liveonChineseTV,unedited...Thesearethe 
childrenofthemedia generation as they are in 
the United States, and they have been influ- 
enced by [TV reports about] the Philippines， 
Aquino'sriseand so on. Definitelythe media 
played a major role. That's unavoidable.…

SOVvereignty 3 group of islands located be- 
tween Taiwan and Japan. A group of Chi- 
nese Americans and Taiwan and Hong 
Kong students in the US protested the 
transferofoneoftheislands called Diaoyu. 
According to Huang，the protesters 
claimed the island really belonged to 
China,and the Chinese government issued 
a Strong statement SUDporting the claim. 
That move created a deep sense of patriot- 
ism toward the communist government， 
Said Huang, especially because Taiwan's 
KMT government was hampered from 
taking a stand by ijts close ties to the US. 

The students believed that the mainland 


govermment held the moral authority to 
Iepresent al] Chinese, atrust that was later 
betrayed when the excesses of the Cultural 
Revolution came to light，said Huang. 
Many of the students became So disillu- 
Sioned that they abandoned all their politi- 
cal ideals. A few, said Huang, managedto 
transfer their political zeal to building pro- 
fessional careers，thus attaining enough 
personal influence to play an important 
role in Chinese politics. Nobel Prizewin- 
ner Yuan T. Lee at UC Berkeley is one of 
those figures, Said Huang. 

The current dissident leaders overesti- 
mate theirown Strength and underestimate 
the Strength of the“enemy,”according to 
Huang.
